Applicants respectfully 
submit that Groups I, II, and IV should be examined together, because the compounds in 
those Groups are related as follows: 




Ar = phenyl, 8-quinolinyl, 3-pyridyl, or 4-aminophenyl; and R = H or NH-C(O)- 
phenyl. 

Therefore, the compounds of Groups I, II, and IV have a common core, and a search 
relative to these compounds would not be a tremendous burden to the Examiner. 
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
